HE Reader is already fufficientfy 
apprifed of the Reafon and Necef- 
Jtty of my prefent writing j and I 
am contented, tbo* in my own 
Wrong, to fpare him the Trouble 
of a tirefome RetrofpeSion to the - 
Original Caufe of the Conte/l now depending. There 
is frejb Matter enough to take up his Reflexion, 
without leading him back through the Maxes ha 
has already trod* 

My Lord Bijbop of Bangor has been pleased to 
branch out my Charge againjl Mr. Pillonniere into 
Four Articles, which he calls upon me to prove. 

i. That his Lordflii? cntcttauvs vcv Vv^s^£ 
J*fok, thit «, one who » u<s* *\&»s.-> •VJ^ 

A. » 
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LordJIjip infers 1 am bound to prove, from the Af- 
furance I exprefs afterwards, i. That Mr. Fil- 
lonniere puts on the Air £jf* Free-Thinker : Which 
tho* he has exprejly own'd himfelf to be, in one 
Senfe of the Word } yet his Lorajbip will confine my 
Proof to the bad Senfe of it, in which he tells 
me it was defigned. 3. That he is his Lordjhitfs 
intimate Companion and Confident. 4. That 
he help'd his Lordftiip in his Evafive Way of 
Writing, and at laft to a Mental Refervation in a 
Solemn Appeal to God. 

To which I reply, That whatever I have af- 
ferted % in relation to Mr. Pillonniere, and am in- 
deed engagd to prove, the following Account will 9 
1 think, make good beyond all Exception } to that I 
refer my felf and jhall only here take Notice of 
fome Particulars, in which his Lordjhip has over- 
charged me. He will put me upon the Proof 
ihi.'t he is now a Jefuit. What does his Lord- 
J:. mean by now, Two Months after the Pub- 
! cation of my Letter ? If he had ceas 9 d to be one 
ihe ?%thof June, yet I might have calTd him one y 
with Truth, on the 2jth. But neither did I affirm 
him to be one then : J explained my felf in what 
Senfe I unclerflood him to be a Jefuit, as one that 
certainly had been a Jefuit, and who if he had 
given his Lordftiip any Satisfa&ion of his having 
renounc'd the Romifh Errors, had given the World 
none. My own Ajfurance, exprefs *d afterwards 
from his putting on the Air of a Free-Thinker, 
can oblige me no farther than to give my Reafons 
for my Belief, which I dain many Places in the fol- 
lowing Booh, and* particularly in the Letter with 
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which it concludes, which I fuppofe Mr. Pillonniere 
to write to the College of Jefuits. Whenever I have • 
heard of a Free-Thinker grafted upon a Jefuit, or 
indeed any other Popijh Prieft, 1 always was of 
Opinion, and am now more than ever confirmed in 
that Perfuafion, That he is ferving the Interefls ef 
the latter, under the Appearance of the former. 

Again, His Lordjhip had no Right to confine me 
to His Senfe of the Word Free-Thinker. It did 
not appear from my Ufe of the Word in what Senfe 
I intended it, and I might have explain d my f elf in 
any ConfiruBion it wou 9 d bear. But indeed I do 
now mean it, whatever I did before, in a Senfe bad 
enough in Confcience, as implying a Latitudinarka 
in Principle, one that owns himfelf of no Commu- 
nion, a Reviler and Banterer of all Profejfions of 
Religion, as will abundantly appear in the following 
Account. 

As to the Third Point, I /ball produce a very 
pregnant In/lance, not only of the entire Confidence 
his Lordjhip has in Mr. Pillonniere, but even of the 
JlriBefl Union: It will be feen, that his Lordjhip 
has chargd himfelf with a Jujlification of Mr. Pil- 
lonniere, in his main Principles and Conduft. And 
when the Reader has been informed what thofe 
Principles and Condud are, lam perfuaded he will 
agree with me, that no one of thofe Perfons whofe 
IJames are recorded in Hi/lory or Fable, for the moft 
exalted Aft of Friendjhip, cou'd ever undertake a 
more imprafticable Adventure for the Service of his 
Friend, than his Lordjhip has taken upon himfelf 
for the fake of Mr. Pillonniere. After this it 
wovtd be needle fs to injtft on trtttol Ewdme^ atA 
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the ufual Marks of Intimacy and Confidence. Hh 
Lorajhip bos precluded me^ in that rcfpe& % both by 
tvnflituting himfelf the fole Judge ; and by making 
it apparent \ that common Indications are of no Sig- 
nificancy, toward forming a Judgment of any Matter 
relating to bis Lordjhip's Condutl. Since his Lord* 
fbifs rrofejfion, that be never had read a Book, to 
which he added a Pojifcript } I confefs my felf at a 
Lofs, by whatTokens to judge of any of his Proceed- 
ings - 5 and mujl frankly own my felf unable to produce 
more probable Appearances of a near Acquaintance and 
Familiarity between the tivo Perfont, than any one 
would have concluded there mufi have been be* 
tween the two Writings from their joint Publico* 
tion on the fame SubjeS. 

The Fourth Particular was no Affirmation, but a. 
Query or Problem only, and not incumbent on me to 
prove. His Lordjhip knows very well it was found- 
ed on a fuppofed FaB % which another Perfon bad 
cbargd himfelf with the Proof of: And if He has 
faiVd in his Evidence, I am not anfwerable for it 5 
and my Lord of Bangor himfelf did fully acquit 
we, 'tn * bis Publick Advertifements^ of being the 
Author of any Part of that Story, which he now 
throws back upon me again. lam fully perfuaded % 
there will be a Time when that myfterious Affair 
will be cleared up : In the mean time I ajfure his 
Lordjfhip, that, under the View in which it ap- 
pears to me 1 I enjoy as much Peace of Mind, as to 
the Part I have had in it % as I fhould have, in 
the Cafe of our prefent Debate, if any material 
Evidence Jbould, by any Methods be indue* d to 
fail me.

If breaking into Mens Families be fo unjujlifiablt 
a Things what will his Lordfhip do %

fift and examine into them thoroughly he is in 
Taftice bound, and will do it to the utraoft of his 
rower. His Lordjhip will fcarce be able to do 
this without breahng into their families ( I will 
Venture to add, not to his Purpofe, with it ) and 
his Lordjhip knows, that my Example 
*ge t. in a Bad Tning cannot jufhfy him in 
any Tranfgreffion of the Law of Cha- 
rity, no more than 'Mr. MillsV will in another 
Cafe.

As for Hofpitality, 'tis a mutual Relation, and 
there are interchangeable Obligations between the 
Entertainer and the Entertain d. If the latter de- 
means himfelf quietly and inoffenjively , he has a 
Right to Protection and Civility, and 'tis barbarous 
to mole (I him ; but if he fets up for a Common Di- 
fturber, and affumes a Licenfe of affronting the 
Natives of the Countrey that harbours him , or 
makes it his Bufinefs to embroil them with one 
another ^ he forfeits his Privilege ; and thofe who 
are injur' d by him, or to whom his Condutl gives 
Offence, are under no Rejlraint from his being a 
Foreigner, but are at Liberty to vindicate their 
§wn Caufe, or the Common Caufe of their Conjii- 
tution.

if even then, I fay,*he was a fcurrilous Libeller, 
a Rfviler of his Superiors, and a Sower of Dif 
cord j will my Hord of Bangor, the great Af 
fertpr. of the Right of Self- Defence, be fo incon- 
Jtftent 9 as to tye up our Hands, and require us 
to Jit down tamely under the Reproaches } But 
that Mr. Pillonniere has been thus fcurrilous and 
abujive, in as grofs a Manner as can be exprejfed 
by Words, will be made too plain to be contra* 
diSed. 

His Lordfiip indeed has reprefented him as the 
injured Perfon, and drawn him in all the Colours 
of diftrejfed Innocence : He pathetically calls upon* 
Perfons of all Parties to fuppofe themfelves in his ' 
Condition, and gives a very moving Defcription of 
his Sufferings, without the lea ft Hint, at any Thing 
of his Riidenafs, in that florid Harangue, Page 
xviii, xix. xis true, a- Page or two before,, 
his Lordfbip bad thought fit to own^ that he did 
not compliment Protectants. But the Reader will- 
foon perceive . to what Sort of Language his 1 
Lordjbip vouchfafes the genth CharaBer of not 
complitnenting. . 

His . Lordjbip' s fine Words may perhaps have., 
raifed Pity in thofe who know nothing of the Man* 
and his Communication. But I aue{timy w&^ ^^s. 
a trw R$j>refentation of hh Betea^xo^t ^ <mA. xVV 
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tnifchievous Tendency of his Writings wiU excite 
other Paffions^ and that Men will not be Irtth-bel^ 
fy falfe Notions of Hofpttality % from exprejtng 
juji indignation toward a Perfon fa educate^ fb 
behaved^ and fb employed. 

As for any Complaint of the Violation of Chrii 
ftian Charity, J thank Qod y my own Heart doei 
not reproach me with it. To remove anunjuji 
Load of Scandal from Multitudes \ and fix it ? with 
Juftice on the Dej orner y is , in my Judgment, fa 
far from being repugnant to the Rules of Charily 
as even to be an AB of that Duty. We do not 
find it among the Properties of that Grace \ that 
it requires the Truth to be facrificedto it. 

ihe chatitable Mr. Pillonnicre may dkJJroy the 
Reputation of others bjrWholefale y and witp on* 
wanton Dajb of his Pen^ brand the whole Boity of 
ihe Chrifian wrgy, As Cheats and Impojiori : as 
be does in thefe Words, which conclude erne of his 
famous Performances.

CHAP. I. 

Troving that Mr. Pillonnicre war oblig'd to 
make a fublick Renunciation, before he 
had a Right to be efleem*d a Protejiant. 

HE Publick has now for fome Weeks 
had the Pertrial of Mr. PiUonniere's Ac* 
count of himfdf * accompanied with a 
Form of Words, call'd a Renunciation, 
which at laft he has thought fit to mate 
and PuhUfli j and hath at the lame Time 
(hewn, that he never before made any factv &<3cssm2c^^ 




either during bis Abode in another Proteftant Counfctij^, 
or in the Time of his Three Years Refidence here -in 
England on the frivolous, as well as faUe Pretence, th^t 
the Church of England does not require it. * 
\ How great was the Difippointment, when this Gwi- 
feffion firft appeared! how vifible a Dampdidit.fllikt 
into the Generality of the Adherents to the Bifhop of 
Bangor s Caufe ! who (except fuch as might be in the 
Secret of his never having renouncd ) had with a full 
Cry roar'd it out, that a formal Recantation wou'd be 
product, to my Confufion. Geneva^ Amfterdam, tfie 
Sawy, and other Places, were nam'd with great Con- 
fidence, as containing the Record of fuch a Tranlaftion. 
It was urg'd againft me, as the higheft Degree of Urt- 
tfiaritablenefs, to imagine that the Bifhop of Bangor 
would entertain, in his Houfe, and employ in a Station 
offb much Confequence, a Perlbn whom he knew to 
have been a Member of the worft Order of the Yopijh 
Church-, without the fulleft Demonstration that he 
had reconciled himfelf, in due. Form, to lome Branch 
or other of the Proteftant Church. And if Men's 
Partiality would fuffer them to argue confiftently, 
all the Aggravations with - which I have been loaded, 
for my imagined .want^„of Charity, wou'd now be 
transferr'd to fornebodys Gondutt, fi nce the Cafe is 
found tp. be otherwile in Fa£t, than it .was then in 
View, . 

I appeal' to oo more of the World, tlpn .thofe who 
have made Ufe of fuch a Way of Realbning, whether 
they can gill continue to think tone Per&rf blamelefs in 
doing that, which they have called it Rude .and Baihfc^ 
reus w another, lb much ;a& to fufpe&of him. If the* 
Matter- were fairly, to be put on this Iflue, by fir th*; 
gceateftPart of thofe who have condemned me in this 
Cafe, would be obliged to alter their Opinions, or I am 
very ill wtosm A how the Vogue of, the Town has run^ ! 
in canvaftog thisSubjeftJ 

r..; ;.: Najr, . 
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Nay, I find my Lord of Bangor himfdf [frefi p. i 2.] 
. realbfting as the Town has done. His Lordfhip obferves, 
that any Per/on of Humanity \ who did not think him void 
of common Serif e, imuld fuppofe he bad both enquired and 
received very good Sat isfaSion about Mr. Pillonniere before 
htentertained him 5 and that he may bcprefumed to be at 
leaji as cautious and as careful in thi* Cafe, as others. 

The Queftion now is, what is to be deertfd good Sa* 
tisfi&ion, and whether his Lordfhip had received fuclf; 
before he admitted him into his Houfe ? Yes, ufndoubt> 
edly, if you will allow one Law or Rule of judging for 
his Lordfhip, and another for the neft of Manktad; 

Let us hear then the new Rule of judging, which his 
Lordfhip is pleafed to eftablifh for his own Ufe. (Ibid.) 
My own private SatisfaSion about any Mans Sincerity, h 
Reafon enough for me, in my private Family, to make Uft 
of a Perfon for a particulur Bufnefs, in which the Pub- 
tick is not at all concern 'd. A PUbttck Recantation, a 
rhoufand times repeated, is no Satisfaction to thi World, 
of the Sincerity ff any One fufpeSed of dealing in Men- 
tal Refervations ^ but the Tenor of a Mans Life, and 
Matters of Fa8 ( fuch as are here related) are the only 
fubftantial Proofs. 

In anfwer to which, I beg leave to oblerve, i. That 
when his Lordfhip Ipeaks of his private SatisfaSion be- 
ing enough, he does, in EffeQ:, acauiefce in the firft Part 
or my Complaint that if he [Pillonniere'] had given 
his Lordfhip any Satisfaction of his having itnotinced 
the Romifh Errors , he had given' the World none. 
2. That the World had a Right to Ibme Share in that Sa- 
tisfaction nor was it enough for his Lordfhip to be fi- 
tisfied in himfelf The Clergy of the Church of En- 
gland, in whole Habit he appeared, had a Right to 
know, by what Title he aflum'd it. The Congregations 
in which he profefles to have communicated, or at leaft 
thole Minifters froita whofe Hands lie received the Com- 
munion, had a Right to be informed, how arid where, 
gnd before whom he abjur'd the Popifh Sfuperftition, and

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became a Metnbw of their Church. All wfco were oP 
fended, or were like to be offended, at his living wbei* 
he does, (as there were many, who made it a Matter of 
Complaint, before I publilbed it to the World) might 
juftly expeQ: to be made eafy in that Particular, by lome 
gpod Affurance, that no fuch dangerous Precedent was 
let, as bajbouring an unreconciled Jefuit within the Wall; 
of a Bilhop's Houfe. Let his Bufinefs there be never lb 
private, his Lordftiip was a publick Per/an, and the Eyes 
of the World were upon him. 

JJut neither did he employ himfelf fb entirely in that 
particular Bufinefe, in which the Publick is not at all 
cbncfcrtied who, from within thole private Walls has in 
a moll outrageous Manner inlultec) the * Ecdeftaftical 
Conftitution of that Nation that gaye him fti^ltgr on 
ftch eafy Terms. 

Let me bbferye next, /That though a Bublick Recanta- 
tion a Tboujanl Times repeated, is no infallible Demon- 
firatipn to the World, of the Sincerity of any One's Con- 
verjion, whether fufpe&ed, or not, of mental Rejervt- 
twit, nor even though that Recantation be fbfiowe4 
j>y never fb .many Fqtfs, fubftantiat in Appearance ; 
yet no number of Fafrs , without a Recantati- 
on, has ever, tiii now, been thought fufficient, efpe^ 
cialiy in the Cafe of any Perfbn in fLomiJb Orders. What 
pompous Notice has been given in the Prints, of a fbr r 
mal Renqncfctpn to be made in fuch a Church, op lucb 
3 Sunday, even of Lay-Erofelytes, converted by the Re^ 
verend Dr. Kevnet, and others ? Have not Peribns of 
.Grew Qyality lubmitted tq give fuch Teftimonies of 
.the Reality of their Converfion > And (hall Prieft% 
ft#ll Jefujts he received without it ?

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But his Lordfhip has now declared for die No-Ne- 
peffity of liich a Formality and by this.Time I prefiune 
his implicit Followers (jbr, as much as he declares 
againft being guided by the Authority of others, and 
preffes the consulting our own Reafon^is own Word isan 
Oracle all the while) by this time, I lay, I prefume 
they may have overcome their Qualms, and have hrottght 
themfelves to lay fi> too. But if I could depend on lb 
much Jultice in Men addi&ed to a Caufe, as to be af- 
fur'd that no one would think it not neceflary now, (be- 
jcaufe his Lordftjip at a hard Pinch has been fbre'd to 
lay fo) who thought it neceflary before \ I (hould think 
my felf fufficiently cleared, and could contentedly leave 
the reft of the World to judge of me as it pleafed.

(we know he does not acknowledge) the Canons of 1*03? 
He may there find, in the Clofe of the Second Canon, 
f hat Impugners of the King's Supremacy \ of the Third, 
that thofe who deny the Church of England ta be a true 
and Apojiolical Church of the Fifth, that Impugners of 
the Articles of Religion * of the Eighth, that Impugners 
of the Form of confecrating and ordering Archbijbops, 
Bijbops, Sec. (All which Things are impugned by every 
Papift, much more by every Popifh Priefi) ftand excom- 
municated ipfo FaSo, and are not to be reftored until 
they repent, and puhlickly revoke fuch their wicked 
Errors.

Befides, the Meaning of the Church is fufficiendy evi- 
dent from that Form of reconciling new Converts, 
which is. well known to have lain before the Convocation 
for. forae Years, ready 1 to be pals'd into an Ecclefiaftkal 
Law, when the Synod (hall be fofferM to proceed ort 
fuch Affairs. 

I confefs it is but a Law in Embrib, and has of it (elf 
no binding Force. But I urge it to (hew the uni- 
verfil Opinion of the Clergy, that fuch a Thing- vtas 
neceflary noT have I heard of any fingle Perfon, of 
Whatever Party -Denomination, who excepted againft 
it, when that, among other Synodical Bufinels was 
recommended to the Convocation, by Her late Majefty 
of blefled Memory. The Subftance of rhat intended 
Formulary is already in Force, and the Purpofe of k 
is no more than this, to change the Arbitrary Form 
in which that Solemnity is now perform'd, into a 
ftated and prefcrib'd one. The Cafe here is exaftly the 
fime, as it is in reference to two other Forms, which wait 
for thclame. Confirmation * one, of the Conlecrarion of 
Churches^ and the other of vifiting eondemn'd Crimi* 
nals. On which Occafions the Bifhop and tlie Ordi- 
nary, at prefent, ufe their own Difcretion * but if ever 
thofe. unfinifti'd Conftitutions take Place, will be II* 
tnited to a Form of Words. But m the. mean Time, 
Churches are to be confecrated, where Occafion re- 
quires, it ^ and Prifoners are to be pray'd with*, and 
fo are Converts too, to renounce their Errors in pub* 
Hck 5 and fo long as they refofe or. negleQ: to do Xo, 
may ^ without Breach of Charity , be efteem'd and 
pdfd what they were before. ■' 
;■ But admit there were no fuch Thing required, 
who does tiot know that it - is- the received Pfa£Kce f 
that it: is a Security (however talMble / expeQed to be 
;vr>V given j 
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given and that the declining k ? if a Man is in esuv 
neft in his Converiion, is exfcofing himfelf to i 
needlefs Sufpicion. 

Tis true, the Jefmts of eU'Pwriies (as his Lbrdftiip 
obfervcs) d&Jhm the World every* Day, that there srv 
no Words or.Oashs r for ubich tbey cannot find wr M 
evafhe Interpretation*, not thofe of Allegiance, nof 
thole of Suriemacjr, not Ordinattoix, riot Confecratfbft^ 
Vows * yet ftill fuch Oaths and Vowesuare made the TdM 
of Men's Sincerity, as the fureft Obligation that can bd 
■ invented, and neither State nor Church will pat any 
Confidence in him that declines them. ' . / * 

But inftead of this rcgulai and proper Satisfi&ioii; 
another, it feemsj isf found out, which we are taught to 
look upon as more^than equivalent: 1 Matter rf of Fait 
tsett'OtteJied, are ilewnfy JbbjldmiaiPwofs. But, 'pray, 
who fhatt be Judge what Kind of Fa£fe> or what Nuny 
her of them is equally valid with : a »' Rewndatioiv of 
whati (hall pafe!faR^go6d Atteftatioii * Therci : is,: with 
Regard to thefe Points, lb vifible a Latitude ahdlfrfcft 
an open Gap left for Fraud and Coliufion , that one 
may venture to affirm , the Jefuits themfelves cannot 
wifh to be fubje&ed to a (lighter Teft and if we 
will content our leives with fuch Marks of Conver- 
fion, we may loon expeft to be ftor'd with pretended 
Converts to \\s x in order to draw off Converts from us. 

Mr. PiUonniere calls it a' trifling OTyelZion, ixST^poor : 
Pretence, to tax him with the Want of a Recantation* 
But his late Grace of Canterbury was of another Mind t 
who reproached Mr. Mills for keeping a Jefuit, and 
gave this Realbn why he was ftill lb, becaufe he was 
ordain'd one, and had never renounced. He lays it was 
never requir'd of him-, but ||Mr. Rotiere affirms, that he 
wqnt with him>foon after the Coronation, to the Lord 
Bifliop of London, when he prefented himfelf to his

nial of his having renounc d, that he was rejected by his 
Lordfliip. And (to (hew what Spirit he is of) that, 
when they were come away, Mr. f illanniere abided the 
Btfhop very grofly to him, and laid he would wear a 
Gown in Spite of him, and was as good as his Word* 
What his Lordfliip remembers of that Matter, he has 
been pleafed to ngnify in a Letter to me, which the 
Reader will find in the Appendix. His Lordfhip does 
not particularly remember, whether he produced a 
Teftimonial, or no* but his own Account fiipplies 
the Defeft of his Lordfhip's Memory * for 'tis plain he 
could have no Proof of that which he had never 
done- What I mention it for, is to (hew, that my 
Lord's demanding of him fuch a Proof (as it is hk 
conftant Way, tho' he does not mention it in his Letter, 
and as Mr. Re&ere teftifies he did in this Cafe) was 
a requiring him to do it, if ever he expe&ed any 
Countenance here.

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C H A P. II. 

Containing fonie Remark* on what Mr. Pil- 
Jonniere calls a Kennnciation • as alfo on 
fome other Pajfages, both in his late Book, 
and his former Writings. 

THO' it might juftly admit of aDifpute, whether 
a Jefuit in Diiguize (I am arguing only on the 
Poffibility of Mr. ViUonnieres being fo, in Oppofirion 
to the pretended Demonftration of the contrary) driven 
to the Neceflity of making fome publick Declaration, 
might, agreeably to their Manner, bring himfelf off 
with his own Church, by faying, 'Tis true, I did re- 
nounce all thofe Errors which ftand condemn'd, 0V. But 
I did not renounce all thofe Do&rines which ftand con- 
demned as Errors: But none of the Do&rines of our 
Church being erroneous, I have not difclaimed any one 
of them yet. Tho 5 it might reafonably have been expect- 
ed from one bred and ordain'd a Jefuit , to have con- 
demned, with a particular Severity, the curfed Pofitions 
and Pra&ices of that Order, too fcandalous even for 
their own Church, and cenfur'd even by Popes them- 
felves, and not barely to have left them to be hook'd in 
by Implication, within thofe general Words, of what 
Sort Joever : Tho\ Hay, the Sufficiency of Mr. P/lfo*- 
mere s Renunciation might be calfd in Queftion, and he 
-be defir'd to explain himfelf farther, in thefe Refpe&s \ 
yet, for Argument's Sake, we will fuppofe him, now 
at laft, fully and formally, to have renounc'd Popery. 

And could he not have ftopp'd there, and have Con- 
tented himfelf with declaring to the World, what Com- 
munion he was not of, unlefs he could have added a 
Pofirive to his Negative* Declaration, and have affur'd us 
to what tommunion of Chriftians he did belong? But' 



none of them, it feems, is purified enough to pleafe 
him. He can communicate with them all, good, cha- 
ritable Chriftian, but approve of none.

He has fcarce finifhed one Third Part of his Form, 
when he has done with the. Church of Rome, and having 
got over it with all the appearing Impatience of a Man 
that wanted to come to a more agreeable Subject * he 
employs the remaining two Thirds, partly in condemning 
all f roteftant Churches, without Exception, as Churches * 
and partly in applauding the Spirit 'of lbme odd arid lin- 
gular Chriftians in feveral Proteftant Countries, who di£ 
fer, and becaufe they differ from the Eftablifh'd Religion 
of their refpe&ive Nations. 

I am fure I do him no wrong in thus reprefenting him, - 
when I compare the Words of his Renunciation, with the 
whole Tenof of his declared Opinions. He profejjes, in 
the Prefence of God, equally to deteft and abhor the fame 
Spirit ofCenfure, Dominion and Severity, [which he had 
detetted and abhorr'd in the Church of Rome] in Chrifti- 
ans of all other Denominations whatfoever : Now, that 
his whatfoever is not put hypothetically there, fo as to 
import that in Cale all or any Deiiv^hition of Chri- 
ftians do retain the fame Spirit of Cenfure, be. with the 
Church of Rome, he equally condemns it in them $ but 
that it implies a Charge that they a&ually do fo, is evident 
from many Places, where he urges the fame Acculation*. 

* Letter to his Sifter, p. 43. What was intolerable in all Lbriftians, was 
Cheat and Hypocri})', Rancor and III Nature, Tyranny and Persecution \ and 
thefeas intolerable in other Churches, as in her Church. 

P. 44. Grejt was my Surprise indeed and Grief alfa when I [aw the 
Proteftant Churches rent into fo many Ecclefiaftkal Fa&ions Hating^ 
Damwng, Ptrfecuting, and, upon many Occafions, treating one another near 
ill, I fuppofe i* left out'] as all of them are treated by the Papifts.

He contend earneftly, p. $4. for a TOLERATION 
for ALL: And p. 44. declares his own Thoughts, 
That the Forfaiting of Toleration, is Relapfing to the 
vcorji Part of Popery : And in many Places affirms, 
That all Chriftians have an equal Right to this Tolera- 
tion. But as there is no Church in Cbrijiendom , that 
does grant this Univerlal Toleration to all Chriftians 5 
'tis plain that , according to him , all Churches are re- 
lapsM to the worlt Part of Popery and that he con- 
demns them, as having done lb, in his Renunciation. 

I confefs he fpeaks favourably of (bme Proteftants of 
the Eftablifh'd Church : But whether he does not fpeak 
fo of thofe only , whom he believes to be defirous of 
Vacating that Eltablifhment, let any one judge ; fince, 
if they concur in keeping up that Fence , which fhuts 
out any Chriftians \ they deal with others, as the Pa- ' 
pifts do with them they too muft be involved in thp 
common Guilt, 'f let Mr. PiUonniere bring them off 
how he can) and, as Enemies to Toleration, be con- 
fefs'd to retain what is moft offenfive and (hocking in 
Papifts. 

How he can fitisfy himlelf in being of no Church, 
and Communicating with lb many whilft every one of 
them is equally corrupt with the Church of Rome , in 
that which is its greateft Corruption $ how 'he can 
think it agreeable to the Rules of Charity, to brand the 
whole Chriftian World (a very few excepted) with the 
Want of that Charity ; or to thofe of Humility, to 
fummon in the whole World , to come over to his Opi- 
nion, under Paiu of being unchriftian'd * or to his pre- 
tended Zeal for the Proteftant Caufe , to reflect on the 
whole Reformation as hitherto unreform'd, in that 
which (according to him) wanted it moft * are Points, 
in which he will find it hard to clear himfelf , by the . 
Help of any Proteftant Rules. Father Sanchez, perhaps/ 
and the Cafuifts of the Order, may furnifti him with 
proper Diftinftiops, . 

r C? The 
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The Sum of his Declaration amounts to this ; That 
he is no Papijl, no Church -of "-England- Man $ that he' is 
no Presbyterian , no Lutheran , nor of any other De- 
nomination of , Chriftians That he abhors them all, 
for their Spirit of Cenfure and Dominion : That [if 
he is a Chriftian at all , which he is not pleas'd in 
dire& Terms to profefs] he is a Chriftian at large, de- 
tach'd from all Communion [ except where? he is 
, pleas'd occafionally to wave his Abhorrence ] : That 
he thanks God for fome Examples, in difFerent'Churches 
and Countries , of the lame Good Spirit he has him- 
Felf and prays him to increafe the Number ^ and, till 
that is done, affures us from his own Experience, that 
the Papifts have a lafting Advantage over us. 

What mighty Reafon have we to glory in fuch a 
Profelyte 1 And how ftrenuous a Champion is he like 
to prove in the Proteftant Caufe who is come over 
to it, to reproach and revile it, to call on it the fame 
Abuies, while he a&s the feeming Friend, which he had 
formerly done while he was a declar'd Enemy $ the 
lame, which he tells us, the Papifts in general caflt 
iipon ' us , and in which he declares they have the Ad- 
vantage over us ; and that too, in a Point of the great- 
eft Conlequence ? 

Are thefe the Reproofs of a Friend , intended for 
our Amendment and to fhame us out of that Rem-? 
. nant of the Popijh Spirit, which we ftill retain ? 
Are we to thank him for the kind Admonition * and 
muft we new-model our Conftitution , in Deference 
to his inftruflive Reproaches ? Let us try firft , how 
fir the lame Pretence wou'd be admitted in a Cafe, 
"which I take to be exa&ly parallel. 

Suppofe fome other Refugee , who fhould pretend 
%o Have tied from France, in as much Deteftation of

p)as his Surprize and Grief alfo, when he law 
the People of England , whom he expeaed ^[™^ 
to have found in a State of perfeft Liber- f^er,p.^^$. 
ty, were fubje&ed to an oppreffive Govern- 
ment complimented indeed with the Name of Freemen, 
but as miferable Slaves as thole he had left behind hirri * 
whilft Magna Chart a was held out to them with one Hand, 
and ftole away with the other ; and a Dutiful Submiffion 
to Authority, and Loyal Zeal for the Government, recom- 
mended in its ftfad : Suppofe, I lay, fome confident Fo- 
reigner fhou'd caft fuch Afperfions on the Civil Conftitu- 
tion it felf, or the Adminiftration of it for the Time be- 
ing , under Colour of undeceiving us , and teaching 
us the Value of -what he might call true Liberty: 
Wou'd fuch Reflexions be received with Favour and 
Applaufe > Wou'd the Author of them be magnified 
and carefs'd ? Wou'd it be call'd cruel and barbarous, 
and a Violation of the Laws of Holpitality, to con- 
tradi£t him, and to vindicate the Conftitution againft 
him ? Shou'd we, in Civility to our Gueft, give up 
our Civil Eftablifhment , and leek for a new Form 
of Government , or live without any Government at 
all, as more conformable to his Chimerical Scheme ? 

No one, I am fure, in luch a Cale, wou'd think 
the Privilege of a Stranger a fufficient Licenfe to af- 
front the State, nor allow him to di&ate New- 
Laws to the People that entertained him. Yet fuch 
a Liberty does Mr. JPillonniere take with the Church, 
which is incorporated with the Civil Government, and 
is equally with that a Part ' of our Legal Conftitu- 
tion. He brings a railing Acculation againft it 5 he 
afperfes, he ridicules, he brands it with Popery $ 
tho' as fer removed from it , as the other Branch of 
our Happjr Conftitution is from Tyranny. He la- 
bours to introduce a Spiritual Anarchy 5 which wou'd 
make as wilft Work in the Chriftian , as in the Po- 
litical W9AI > and, by as vifible a Confequence as 
Human Forefight can difcern, muft in the end lead 



ns back into the very Depths of that Superftition, 
to which he woud be thought fb irreconcilable an 
Enemy. 

Shall we impute the unwarrantable Liberty Mr. Pi/- 
lonniere has taken with the Church of England, and 
all other Reformed Churches, to a miftaken Zeal, 
and a fincere Defire of prevailing with ail Prote- 
ftams, to re&ify tjhofe fcandatous Abufes, with which 
he reproaches them ? No : If that had been his on- 
ly Motive, common Prudence woti'd have taught him, 

not to tell it in Gatb. What could in- 
P. 43* duce him, in writing to a Papifl , [his 

Sifter] to reprefent all other Churches as 
equally corrupt with her own 5 to tax them all with 
Cheat and Hypocrify , Rancor and Malice, Tyranny 
and Perfecution ? Was this the Way to make a Con- 
vert of her ? Cou d it be any Encouragement to her, 
to follow his Example when he fuggefts to her, 
that he had met with but little Satisfaction from 
his Change that the fame Grofs Abules prevail'd in 
the Proteftant Churches, for which he had left the 
Popijh ? Nothing fure could contribute more- to the 
hardening her in her own Superftition , or give her 
a more promifing Hope , that her Brother himlel£ 
who had made Trial of lb many Religions, and wa$ 
yet unfotisfied ^ when once he had made the Grand 
Tour, and tried them all round, woud return to the 
Bofom of Mother-Church i as Papin^ and others, had. 
done before him. 

Whatever Opinion they had of his Converfion in franco 
before, fuch an Account was the Way to polTels them with 
other Thoughts. The Sifter might now alTure the Old 
Gentleman, That Monfieur her Brother francis, far from 
endeavouring to feduce her, or from inviting her to 
do as he had done, appear'd to be himfelf in thd 
utmoft Difcontent fo tar from being addiSed to He- 
rtiicks f that he condemn'4 them as feyerely, as he 
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did the Cathoftcks , without giving them the leaft - 
» Mark of Preference : That he ought to be look'd up- 
on as only ftray'd , but not loft : That if he was 
gone out from tbent, he was .neither fettled, nor like- 
to fettle any where elfe but might realdnably be 
expetted , after a little more vain Wandring , to re* 
turn to his Holy Obedience again ; to his Mafs y and 
his Breviary, and his Priefts Tanfure. 

Surely , his writing fuch a Letter , could as little 
anfwer the Purpofe of Recovering his Sifter from her 
Prejudices, as his inferring her Letter at length can 
ferve for a Leflbn o£ mutual Forbearance. There is 
a Spirit of Meekifefs and Forbearance on her Side, 
indeed * but a Spirit of Cenfure and Calumny runs 
thro' his , without any thing obliging , but betray- 
ing the Proteftant Caufe to her, and putting that 
and Popery upon an equal Foot. He's as inclinable 
to Moderation as (he can wifti, in refpeft to mere 
Errors , both in her Church, and any of our own ^ 
but (which fpoils all again . ), Cheat, Hypocrify, &c. 
are intolerable in them aU. His Warmth and Se- 
verity, in condemning thefe bad Qualities in them 
all, is made the very Teft of his Moderation and 
Good Nature. 

See here the Advocate for Univerfal Toleration , 
now Cenfuring All Churches, for Things that ought 
not to be tolerated ! And judge what Quarter other 
Churches muft expeft , if evef Mr. PiUonniere and 
his Friends, the Socinians , and {^Sociriianizd'] Armi- 
riians (who are aimoft the only Denominations of 
Proteftant s i toward whom he obferves any Meafures 
of Decency ) fhould obtain the Power they are ftrug- 
gling for. They wou'd loon make it evident, that 
if they had hitherto been remarkable for their good* 
Temper , and zealous for Toleration % it was , Be- 
caufe they had always needed it \ and never yet were 
uppermolt in any Country. But if once they fhou'd 
get the Reins in their Hands, one may venture to 
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prefoge, without the Spirit of Prophecy, that. they 
wou'd drive as furiouflv, and domineer as arbitrarily 
as other prevailing Seoaries have done * who ' talk d 
as mildly as thofe fair-fpoken Gentlemen, and argu d 
as much for mutual Forbearance, whilft they were them- 
felves at Mercy. It wou'd then.be as penal, for a Man 
to profefs his Belief of a Trinity, as it is now to 
profefs his Belief of Tranfubftantiation : And (houM 
he offer to plead his Right of judging for himfelf, 
and preis them with their own Arguments for To- 
leration he would be told, That this ( or any other 
Article of Faith condemn'd bv them ) was not a .mere 
Error 'twas all Cheat and Uypocrify, and not ..fit to 
be tolerated. 

That this is no uiirealbnabie Suppofition and that 
Mr. Yillonniere himfelf, with all his 'pretended* Ab- 
horrence of Perfecution , could, upon Occalion, breath 
as much Fury and Vengeance againft thofe who were 
not of his Opinions ; and call as loudly upon the Ci- 
vil Magiftrate, to affift him in Silencing and Suppref- 
fing them \ muft appear, I think, plainly enough to 
any one , that confiders this PafTage in one of his 
* Trench Performances. C eft bien plutot contre les 
Yoteurs de cette DoBrine , qui a ete , iff qui eft enco- 
re la Mere de tant de Crimes, qu auroit Droit de 
s armer le Bras feculier , qui forte le glaive , non 
four exterminer les Ignorants ou les Errants, mats pour 
punir & refrener les Malfaiteurs. " Tis much rather 
" againft the Encouragers of this Do&rine , [ of the 
4t Right of the Magiftrate to ufe the Sword in Matters 
" of Confeiencel that the Secular Arm might, with Ju- 
" ftice, arm it lelf 5 which bears the Sword, not to ex- 
" terminate the Ignorant, or Miftaken, but topunifh 
" and reftrain the Evil-doers. He that can open him- 
felf ib far already, and, by lb broad a Hint, ufe his beft 
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Endeavours to lp»irit up the Civil Powers againft the 
Aflertors of their own Right, even whilft the Lawg 
are againft him, and whilft he is pleading with a fu- 
rious and ungovernable Rage in Defence of Modera- 
tion * what would he not do with Authority on his Side ? 

And who are the Encouragers of that f)o&rine he is 
To fevere upon > And againft Whoth does he aflert; that 
the Secular Arm ought much rather to ufe the Sword, 
than where it does at prefent ? Why tfuly no left than 
the firft Reformers, Luther, Calvin, zxAMelanSthon^ no 
lels than all the Proteftant Churches, where-ever thejf 
are eftablifh'd by Law all but the Socinldns and Anabap- 
tiftsy who are the only Chriftians that op- 
pole that Doftrine, according to the Popyh Bi/hop of Meaux. 
Bifhop from whom Mr. Vmortniere with 
great Pomp, produces a long Quotation . and to confirm 
the truth of what that Bifhop has charged ifpotf the 
Reformation, he engages in the feme Argument, and 
writes about Four Pagps of as bitter lnve£tive as ever 
came from any Pen, in any Language, He may boaft 
as much as he pleafes of his Saty.s againft the 
Jefiiits but I defy him to (hew any Thing, even of 
his own Compofition, that contains more Rancor and 
Virulence, or exprefs'd in more fcurrilous Terms, than 
this Satyr upon the Reformation. 

I (hall have farther Occafion to mention thefe Addi- 
tions of the Tranflator, as alfo his Notes and Preface j 
by all which he has contriv'd to make a bad Book much 
worfe \ and (hould have fet before the Reader a View 
of his whole Performance at large, if I did not know 
that Province to be undertaken by a more proper Hand. 
I hope it will not be long, before the Publick will have 
the Satisfaction of feeing that Piece let in fetch a tight 
as it deferves* and that no Confiderations will prevail 
upon the Author, to defert the Caufe of Truth, and 
fttpprefs what he has prepared on that Argument, what* 
ever Methods have been ufed to deter 1 or diffuade him 
from purliiing his Intention, And here, as udlucky as 



my Lord of Bang or may think me in my Proof of Fa£ks* 
1 will not be afraid to relate another. 

Mr. Villonntere haying in the libel I juft now 
mentioned (for fo I .wiU venture to call it, without 
Advice of Council) fall'n foul , as on almoft every 
Body elfe, lb particularly on his Countrymen- the 
Trench Refugees \ Mr. Armani Du Bourdieu, a trench 
Clergyman, undertook to anfwer him, and fignifiecj his 
Intention to my Lord of Bangor , in a Letter, preffing his 
lordfhip not to entertain MuPillonniere. If in that Let- 
ter he took too much upon jiim, or exprefe'd himfelf 
otherwife than became him * his Lordfhip had undoubt- 
edly juft Caufe, in an Anfwer to that Letter, to (hew 3 
Rcfentment proportionable to any Offence that might 
have been given him 1 and of that his Lordfliip is the 
proper Judge \ nor do I pretend to make any Exceptions 
{o it. But I think, with Submiffion, he ought to have 
been left free, as.an Author,, to vindicate himfelf and his 
Countrymen ftom the foul Reproaches caft on them by 
Mr. Piilonniere, without any Interpofition on his Lord-* 
(hip's Part, whether he hadagreed in the (anie Sentiments 
with Mr* Pillonmcre, or not. But his Loatthip . -*s not 
pleafed to think lb ^ who, in order to dilcourage ' <s. Du 
pourdieu from proceeding in that Work, gpve him to 
underftand, that he wou d juftify Mr. Pillonniere in his 
main Yofitions and ConduS 5 with much more to the 
lame Purpofe, in very high and angry Terms* But 
when this had no . Effect, and the very Attempt 
itoas thought to be fomething extraordinary , a fofter 
Method was taken : A Gentleman, to whom Mr* tillon^ 
tiiere in his late Account profefles great Obiigationsj 
engaged to Mr. Du Bourdieu, that he fhould ref 
tf aft what he had laid in Difperagement of the 
frenth. And with that View, the Fifth Seftion of 
his Book, relating to the Protectant Refugees^ appears 
tt> have .been written. Whicfi I defire the Reader to 
caft his Eye over once more, now he faas this Key 
to it, and. to ob&rve how he mumbles thlftles :'■ How 
■ ' - " whilft 
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whilft he is on the Stool of Repentance, and ask- 
ing Pardon of thole he has brovok'd, lje repeats his 
Provocations in the midft or his Acknowledgments. . 

In fliort, it was not taken for Satisfaftion, as Aere was 
little Realbft it fliotild jfpr under a Shew of asking Pardon 
for his Abufes, he does but abufe them over again : And Mr. 
Du Bourdieu^CSafd me, he wotf d ftill publifh his Anfiver. 

When I faw Mr. Du Bourdieu, he had not the Letter 
in his Cuftody, but affur'd me in general, that it was jaa 
menacing Strain. And when lask'd him, whe ther His Lord- 
fhip didnotefppule Vix.Villohnieres Caufe, as his own \ 
his ArtfWer Was, He identifies bimfelf with Pillon/iiere. ' 

That fuch a Letter was' wrote, to fuch a Pjprpofe, and 
in fuch a Strain, is known to too many to be denied. 
Among others, Ms. Du Bourdieu .carried it to Mr. Bop- 
yer, my Bookfeilef, and fhowed him a Part of ft, where 
his Lordlhip takes upon him to juftify Mr. PiUonniere. 

Mr. Du Bourdieu s Intention of writing againftMr. 
Pillonmere, was communicated to fp many, as it was a 
common Concern, and the Difcouragements as well as 
Allurements (tho' I do not afcribe the latter to his Lord- 
fliip) which have hitherto retarded the Publication of that 
Work, are likewife fb well known, that I believe I (hall 
hardly be contradifted in the FaQ: I mention.. -And now 
I fhall prefujne to ask his Loidftiip a few Qpeftions as 
to the Equity and Decency of it. 

How can it confift with his Lordftiip's declar'd Prin- 
ciple, that Truth cannot fuller hy Examination * inftead 
or encouraging .a free and impartial Seatch^ to fend 
forth fuch a Prohibition by fb unprecedented a 
Noli frgfequn to hinder the : Truth from being ex- 
amined ? Who could have'.ex©efted to lee * ftch 
Arbitrary Metfures taken, by fb urenuous an Aflertor 
of Liberty > Or ftch an Advocate for Realbn againft 
Authority, ftriklng down Reafon, nay fmothering it 
in the Birth , by Dint of Authority ? Was it law- 
ful for Mr. Pjl&mniere to rail as plentifully as he 
thought fit againtt the Trench Church (as well as all 



ijthcfs), and is it aiminal in Mr. Du pourdifu, a Mt- 
pifter of tfa Church, to plead any Thing in its Jo- 
llification > Is this agreeable to that true* 
tfr. p v fiber, and commendable Freedom of Think-

This perhsrps may help to explain a very Myfte- 
ilous Paflage, P. xix. of his Lordlhip's Preface, wtiere 
jfbme Perfons are threatned with fome Confluences, 
if it fhall appear that they tiave done fbmething. It 
will eafily be judg'd, that Mr. Du Bourdieu is one 
pf thofe who themfetoes have found a Shelter here 
'frpm Perfection, and whom His Lordfhip fuppofes 
to -hade Veen incited h others, to add to the \j>ad which 
\hai>e laid on Mr. Piltonniere. Ai?d I (hall give the 
Reader fufficient Realbn to believe, that Mr. Roaere is 
ahottier ferfon poiAted at in tint' Benpbrajts. Some- 
thing his Lordfhip will do, but what, or to whom, or 
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riddled by the Event. There is a remarkable Mixture 4 
in that Paragraph, of Refentment and Forgivenels 5 but 
I am too fenfibly convinced, that the laft Gentleman I 
nam'd has conceived more terrible Impreffions from the 
Menaces in the middle of it, than Murance from the 
charitable Conclufion 



CHAP. III. 

Shewing Mr. PillonniereV Civility to the 
JefuitS) and that they deferve a much 
tvorfe Chara&er than he gives to that 
Society. 

AS to the main of Mr. Hillonnieres Account of hiffl- 
felf, fo fir as it relies on his own Teftimony, 'tis 
liable at leaft to the fame Objection which lies againft 
all Writers of their own Memoirs 5 which is, that they 
feldom fail to give the moft advantageous Colours, and 
plaufible Turn to their own Condua, whilft the real 
Springs of their A&ions often lie conceal'd. And as his 
Teftimonies from abroad are almoft all from bigottei 
Tapifts, and moft of them from Jefuits s I am fir 
from thinking them an unexceptionable Proof of his 
Converfion. I can conceive it to be a Thing more than 
poffible, for a Society fo link'd together by Maxims of 
wicked Policy, who nick at no Methods of compaffing 
their* Ends, who carry on dark Intrigues with the utmoft 
Secrecy, who truft one another with the Myfteries of 
Cabinets, and are true among themfelves, whilft thfy 
are falfe to Princes 5 to fend out a Miffionary on fucb an 
Errand, and tofurnifti him with J uch Credentials* And 
who fo fit to be employ'd on that Errand, as he who 
had Cunning enough to out-wit them all, and to 
fnare above Twenty of them in Qifcourfe : He, who 
according to his Father's Character of him, had an 
pHtfuk the moft wiring^ who would leave nothing 



vnattemptei, anl than whom nothing was more infinih 
aiing ? And I cannot but fulpeft it the more, from their 
meeting with lb much better Quarter at his Hands, than 
he is pleas'd to beftow on the Trot eft ant Clergy. Ail the 
Bitternefs of Language, and the keeneft of Reflections, 
are referv d for the latter : But nothing is laid, through 
his whole. Book, to make the Jefms either odious 
or contemptible. Nay, I am perfuaded there is not a 
fingle Proteftant who has read his Relation, and believes 
it, who is not thereby indin'd to think lefs hardly of 
the JefiiitS) than ever he did before. He finds them 1 
there reprefented under no unfavourable Chara&er $ (ome- 
times indeed as lofing themfelves in vain Searches; and 
idle Diftin&ions, as full of Prepoffeflion, and ftiff 
in their Opinions, but all without any ill Meaning 5 as if 
all the Fault were in the Religion, but none in the Men. 

But where does he dilclofe any of their dark Cabals, 
and wicked Secrets ? I do not mean the peribnal 
Failings of particular Men, but their Confederate Mtf 
chief, and incorporate Viilany ? Which of their Art* of 
Inveiglement and Delufion has he dete&ed? Or where 
has he inftru&ed Proteftants how to beware of their 

' liibtie Devices ? Where has he teftified his Abhorrence 
of their Lying and Forlwearing, and that with AUoflr- 

. ance, for the Good of the Caufe ; or of their fcndakfes 
Solutions in Cafes of Confcience ? Is it that tjiey haye 
been hitherto mifieprefented to us, and by us, and are 
they chargeable with no liich Impoftures? OrwaS.it, 
for particular Reafons, too tender a Subjed: for him 
to meddle with? Surely, whatever their Myfteries are, 
and by whatever Politick Schemes they aft a Perfrn 
of Mr. Yillonniere% Confequence among them, mutt 
have been in the Depth of all their Meafiires : And yet 
if we were to judge of them from jus Account, we 
lhould find them faulty in little elfe but a tenacious 
Adherence to their Opinions, and Zeal for their Caufy 
In which, for all that appears to the contrary in his 
Narrative, they may be very Jiocste-, and Sincerity* his 
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Patron will tdl him, is all in all': Nay, he may iuftify 
:hem by his own Diftinttion, and lay they are all mere 
fyrors^ and confequently tolerable. 

T hys, if he knows no more Harm of them, than 
le has thought fit to acquaint the World with* I 
[ee nothing that need hinder his Return to all the 
Endearments he has parted with : He has no more to do, 
but to carry with him the Bifhop's Do&rine of Sincerity t 
ind he may e'en furrender, andjbut himfelf up in bis 
Seminary at Paris * where inftead of his Prophane Motto, 

* which he cites from a Drift, and that Deift ftom a 
Mahometan, Sit Anhna mea cum Phibfophis he may 
rej)eat with more Comfort, and a better Grace, Su 
anima mea cum Jefuitk. I ipeak on a Suppofition* 
that his Lordfhip's Notion be right, and the Jefiiits 
no worfe Men, than in the Pi&ure Mr. Pillonniere has 
drawn of them. 

He tells us indeed, [ Page 2$.] of a Piece of Trench 
Poetry \ which if he fhould happen to Publifh, the 
Jefuks would not thank him for it * but thinks he fhall 
never give himfelf the Trouble to piake the neceflary 
Amendments. I wonder he ever gave himfelf the Trou* 
bb of abufing the Proteftants in trench Ptofi i wh^n he 
might have empLoy'd the lame Time lb much more 
ulefuliy, and mace like a true Convert, in corre&ing 
his Poetry, and expofing thofe who might have been 
expos'd with more Truth and Honefty. 

J&t ^whether Mr. Pillonniere will ipeak, or whe- 
drer he will forbear, we are not ignorant of their 
Devices* and let him be as tender of thejr Reputation 
as he pleaies, we know them to be the great Iftcen- 
diaries of the Ghriftian World-, the Embroilers of 
States, too often the Af&ffinesof Princes, the Fomen- 
ted of Bivifions among Proteftants y and, by their 

wicked Determinations, and perfidious Cafuiftry, the

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Corrupters of faith and Morality, and common Honefty, 
the Encouragers of Vice, and Pandars to all that is In* 
pious and Licentious. 

Hiftory and Experience will bear Witnefs to fiich 
their wicked Practices $ and the Writings of thdf Cafuifts 
willconvift them of propagating fuch deteftabie Do 
ftrines which thole who have not the GonvecSenqr 
of consulting at large y may lee an Extraft oJ; in a 
Book call'd, * The Jefuits Mora/s,\dnvm up by a 
Do&or of the Sorbon^ or a more agreeable one in 
Monfieur Pa/cafs t Provincial Letters ? from the 54 
to the ioth inclufive, wherie he' difplays many of the 
JEame-Do&rines, and fliews, in. ffrong and lively Co- 
lours, the pernicious Tendency of them, in a Cbnterence 
between himfelf and one of the Fathers of that Older. 
The Reader will there perceive, what treacherous Pains 
they have taken to. make the Doftrines of Chriftianity 
lmooth and palatable, and the Practice of it con- 
fiftent with every corrupt Inclination and how fa- 
tally thofe poor Souls muft be deluded, who truft 
their Conferences to the Conduft of fuch flattering 
Guides. 

I {hall ihftance only in the laft Point he treats 
of, toward the Qofe of the Tenth Letter, concern- 
ing the Love of God, which he makes the Father 
call the moft important of all. And I pitch upon it 
the rather, to prevent the fpreading of ftch a DoQrinc 
among Protenants, under the Authority of a great 
Name, as is too nearly allied to that for which 
the Jefuits are detefted by* a fober and moderate 
Papift..

I (hall next giw the Reader a Trairfcript from the 
late Archbilhop's Letter 'to Mr. Mlltj with Tome Ob- 
fervati ns on Mr. Warred Certificate.

This Letter, under the Arcbbilhop's own Hand, Mr.

He tells us, that to 
thebeftof his Remembrance, it was about Hsretor four 

Alinths, 
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Months, before the Archbiftop's Death, when he re- 
teiv'd Ms Commands. Bat this Letter is dated Off. 7. 
fend his Grace died (I think; Dec. 14. which, allowing 
two Days at leaft, for the Letter to reach Mr. Mills, and 
him to come over to Lambeth upon it, will bring us very 
Bear theDiftance of two Months only.. And then his 
Grace was fo for from being fatisfied, or from having 
receiv'd Mr. Warren's favourable Report of Mr. P#7/w- , 
mere, that he feem'd but then newly to have heard that 
iD Report of him, which caus'd him to fend for Mr.

CHAP. V. 

frwtng that Mr. PjllonniereV Principles do , 
\ndtedy what btfolfly objeSs to Mine^ tend 
to Popery. 

MR. PMmiUr* has thought fit to employ about four- 
teen ftges, in trying to fqueeze Popery out of 
what he calif my Principles, but which he knows to be 
the Principle? of the Church of England^ and of e Very 
other reform'd Church, that cither enjoys the Benefit 
of an Ettablilhmeat, or ai^ at procuring it, it could 



obtain one : Nay, of every Church , whethet efta- 
tlifcM or not, that enjoins any Terms of Cotbteunion, 
Or acknowledges any Centre *f Vnhy ? p. (58. but that 
of Charity f which is a Centre wherein we are united 
With the whole Race of Men, as well as with our Fellow- 
Chriftiafis: But Mr. Pilonniero knows nothing of th^t 
$*cM Band of Amity, by which the Members of the 
fieufcld rf Faith ought to be link'd together. 

'*Tistrue,hc does allow p. 64. ill Vnity of Hearts, and 
Hffts % and aB other Vnity confident pith private Purity and 
Sincerity. But his Unity of Hearts is the fame with that 
bf Charity : The Unity of Hopes can have no Eouada- 
tfon, *>ut being united in the fame common Faith j and 
his general Words, M ether Vnity confiftent^ &c, we are 
not tore he means any thing by. lr he believes that 
Chriftians ire rajuir'd to have One Lord, One Vmth y 
the Pdftifm, (which are the exprefs Words of Scri- 
pture ) they are Centres of Unity, fo material as to have 
acfcrvM an explicit Confeffion. And there was the more 
Occafion, in this Place, for the Unity of Faith to be fpe- 
■effied, that we might be aflur'd, he did not mean to ex- 
' dude it, under that Phrafe, Vnity of Opinions y which be 
prelfently after declares to be unattainable in Nature: 
Which 7et * Mr. Chillingwmb will inform him, is both 
attainable and a&ually attained by Proteftants, in all tbofe 
Things rohicb art plainly and undoubtedly deliver d in Scri* 
pture: Where he alfo confines their mutual fujfcrin£ one 
another to abound in their feveral Senfe to Matters not 
plainly and undoubtedly there delivered. * . 

He begins his fixth Sedion indeed with this pompous 
Profcflion. / vrefume the World muft be by this time pretty 
well fatis$ed % that lam as thoroughly averfe to Popery, as 
any one born and educated a Proteftant can pojfibty be. To 
Which I anfwer, that if they are fb, their SatisfeSion 
ariles from as flight, nay as improbable Grounds, as ever 
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gave 
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gave Birth to Opinion* And if I have not already 
given the World juft Caufe to doubt of Mr. Pillomriere** 
1 thorough Averfion to Popery, 'tis pofliblc I may in Whtf 
enfues. 

He neyt calls his Accufer to an Account of his Principles^ 
'vbick) he is fare, he wou'd extol to the Siies 9 and make ufe 
of for the Service of the Church of Rome, if he were a fer- 
fixated Jefuit^ as I have fabUfttdhim to be. And accord- 
ingly he proceeds to make ufc of them for the Service of 
. the Church of Rorrie % jiot indeed like a ferfonatedJefnk f 
but undifguis'd and without the Mask. He pleads the 
Popifll Caufe ftrenupufly and boldly ; and np Councilor 
retain'din a badCaiile, coq'd ever exert himfclf with 
moxt Vigour for the Pnrpbfe of his Client. In fliort, 
under a pretence of blackening rte, he blackens the 
whole Reformation, and his Bulinefs, in that long Dif- 
fertation y is to prove, that it cannot be defended, but 
' upon fuch Conceptions, as no one Branch of it ever yet 
made, or is willing to make ; and confequcntly, that ft 
cannot be defended at all. 

The whole Drift of this artificial Piece of Chicanery, 
is to prove the Major of this Syllogism. 

They who do not allow others to fcparate from them > 
cannot juftify their own Separation from the Church 
of Rome . 

But Proteftants do not allow others to feparate from 
them. 

Therefore Proteftants. cannot juftify their Separation 
from the Church of Rome. 

# The Major of this Syllogifm, I fay, he here earneftly 
contends for, and labours to prove it with all his 
Might. The Minor he has afferted over and over, 
as I have (hewn in feveral Quotations from him, and 
can do in many more, but lhall content myfelf with 
two flaming ones, one toward the Beginning, the other 
toward the End of his French Additions, in which 
. is included that Lift of his Proteftant Worthies, which 
I promised above. 

Ia 
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In the former of them, to teftify his Zeal againfl: Per- 
secution, he tells us he can * eafily believe that there is 
an bypoftatical Vnion of the Evil Spirit with thofeMea 
who plead for it \ as he aflures us, f within a few Lines, 
that the leading Men of the Reformation did. So that 
Calvin, and the reft, were not only (according to Pitton- 
m$rfs Account ) poflefs'd with the Devil, but were very 
JXevils incarnate : The diabolical Spirit mult have been, 
in his Efteem, as intimately united with them,, as the 
Divine and Humane Nature were goited in the Perfoa 
of our Bleflfed Redeemer *, to which facred Conjunction 
that Phrafc Hypopatick Vnion had been appropriated, till 
pifaftituted by this impious Wretch to fo vile a Purpofc. 
with how much better Julticc may we fay, that the 
feemtogly oppofite Cbarafters of a Freethinker and a Je- 
fit* meet together ia him, who can ftrike with fuch a 
two-edg'd Weapon, as to wound at once both the In- 
cawatioji and Reformation ?

But feveral of thofe eminent Perfons are well knowli 
to have held Principles as far remote from thofe, for 
which Mr PiBonniere pretends to cite them, as Eaft is

from Weft. And indeed, by much the greater Part of 
them are far from deferving the Scandal of being rank'd 
with the Bayle's and the Le Clercs. I fhall prefently give 
him very pregnant Inftances out of the Writings of 
fome of his moftadruir'd Authors among the deceased 
ones, of their maintaining the felf fame Do&rine he 
condemns in me. Among the Foreigners now alive, 
Turretin and Ofiervald fdrely are entituled to better 
,Treatment thad to be libcll'd by fuch reproachful Com- 
mendations. I fay nothing of thofe living and at home* 
They are able to fpeak fof themfelves j or if they can 
take it for a Civility, to be join'd in fuch Company let 
them enjoy it, 1 (hill never envy them the Honour. 

Thus Mr. Pitonniere having induftrioufly let himfelf to 
prove,to the great Comfoft of the Papifts,that my Prin r 
ciples (i. 9. the Principles of ail Protettants, but the fe* 
excepted in his Catalogue) are a Vindication of their 
Proceedings, and a Condemnation of ourfelves in fepar 
rating from them ; arid having,in their Name, defied me 
(as, he tells US, p.6yfi^ attMen of Senfe in that Church now 
do Trot eft ants who argue the fame Way) to defend our Re* 
formation it felf \ or the Right any of our Churches ever had tp 
fe far ate from Rome, upon thofe Principles: And having 
likewife as induftrioufly aflerted and proclaimed, that all 
Protettants ( but an EXTREME SMALL NUMBER, 
fcarce twice fo many as wou'd have fav'd Sodom % from 
Luther's Time to this Day ) have argued, and do argue 
the fame Way, and pra&ife accordingly, the Conclu- 
lion from thefe Premifles is r that at! Protettants, not ex* 
cepted in his white Lift, are unjuftifiablc in their Sepa* 
ration from the Church of Rome. 

If Protettants can tamely acqmefce under fuch an Ac- 
cusation, from fuch a Hand Popery will indeed have 
Occafion to triumph. If fuch a Slanderer is to be efteem'd 
pur Friend \ the Pope and his College of Cardinals can 
Ibarce be reputed Enemies. 

But in behalf of the Church of England in particular, 
in Oppofition to the injurious Afpe rfion of Mr. PMm- 
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v ert, and all other Advocates for the Church of ft***, 
who calumniate the former as equally guilty with the 
latter, in the principal Thing, wherein (he condemns 
her, and for which (he left her : 1 anfwer \ We broke off 
from your Communion, becauie we cou'd not continue 
in it with Innocence and Safety. Yon drove us out from 
among you, by infilling on (iaful and unlawful Terras, 
and fuch wherein we cou'd not comply with* you, with- 
out difbbeying the exprefs Word of God. You de- 
prived us of theUfeof that Word of God : You took 
from us the Key of Knowledge, and purpofely contriv'd 
to-keep us in Ignorance and Blind nefs: You required our 
Aflcnt to palpable Contradidipns, and fuch as were dif- 

Erov'd by the cleared Evidence of our Senfes. Yoa 
eld as in Subjeftioo, and mainrain'd your Dominion 
over onr Confidences, by Forgeries and inipoftures, by 
Cruelty and Barbarity ; till the Yoke was too infup- 
portable to be born, and we were provok'dto (hake 
it off 

Bnt is there any Refemblanccto be found of fuch ty- 
rannical and arbitrary Treatment, in the Conduft of 
the Church of England toward thofe who are caufelefly 
gone out from her ? Do they fo much as pretend, that 
the Terms of her Communion are finful, or contrary to 
the Scripture ? No : The great Body of themhave pub- 
lickly declar'd in their Writings, and teftified by their 
frequent Pradtfce, that they can communicate with us, 
witnout grieving their Confidences, or being guilty of 
an unlawful Compliance } tho' not fo much to their Edi- 
fication, as they perfuade themfelves they can do in fe- 
parate Aflemblies. 

Does (he lock up the Scripture in an unknown 
Tongue, and debar her Members the Study of it ? So 
far from that, that fhe has caus'd it to be t nan dated tor 
their tJfe, and exhorts them all, to fearch it diligently. 
Oh ! but (he encroaches, you fay, by Way oj Inter preu- 
tiaitj which is the fame thing, inEffeft, with totally 
fuppreffing it. Juft as qiuch as it is the fame thing, in 

-Effea, 
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EfFed, to put out a Man's Eyes, and to lead him a Glaft 
to help bis Eye-Sight. You will fell me again, that fhe 
obliges all Men to fee thro' her Glaft, which is not equal- 
ly adapted to every one's Organs of Sight. 

I reply, (he offers them all the Afliftance of it, but 
does not com pell them to ufc it, or to fay they fee, what 
they do not;fce. If there are any Eyes of fo untoward 
a Caft, as to apprehend Dragons and Chimera's, tho* 
nling the fame Helps, by which Multitudes of the moft 
difcerning have a clear Perception, of one uniform and 
regular Objeft j the Fault is in themfelves, and not iri 
her : Or to fpeak without a Metaphor \ As the Script 
tare was given to be understood, and the facred Text 
can'be of no life, unlets if be taken in foirte Senfe or o- 
ther and as the Church of England \m grounded her 
Decisions on that Meaning, which ismoft obvious, na- 
tural ami tinfore'd, and agreed to be fo, by the concur- 
rent Opinion of the mod able and judicious Interpre- 
ters \ if there are any, who, thro'.an afFe&ed Singula- 
rity, feek : for other Mfcanings, and refiife to acquiefce in 
thofe Decisions which were framM on the Authority of 
Scripture otherwife explained, than they pretend to 
underftand it ; can it be thought Arrange, if Ihe does not 
depart from her Conftitution, which has been long fet^ 
led npon mature Deliberation, and inftead of the jodg? 
ment of the greateft Lights of thcReformation,rely on the 
Authority of any finglc Perfon. They have the Liberty 
pf tiiffenting if they pleafc (which is more than you Ro- 
manics will allow the Proteftants. ) If their Differences 
are of fmall Moment ( nay even in fome Points of very 
great Concern ) they are indulged in the publick Exer* 
cife of their Wbrihip : And if they difagree in the molt 
fundamental Articles, if they will but keep their Opi- 
nions to themfelves \ here is no Inquilition to force them 
out of them. But the Church cannot own them as 
Members of her Communion, without renouncing her 
pwn Communion. If they will not come to her, /he can'i 
not help it \ 'tis unreafonable to expe& firelkould go. to 
them* Does

. Does the Church of England require oar Belief of Con* 
tradidioas? Docs (he oblige us to profefs, that a Piece 
of Bread is a Human Body, that a Cup of Wine is Blood, 
or that the (ame numerical Body is in a Million of Piece* 
at the fame Inftant ? Such Proportions, to which we 
cannot aflent, without devefting ourfel ves of all oiir Sen* 
fcs. There are indeed myfterious Articles in our Creeds; 
but fuch as rely .on the undoubted Authority of Scrip- 
ture* and our Belief of which is abfolutely neceflary to 
dired us in our Adoration. We are plainly told in Scrip- 
ture of three Divine Perfons, we are told as plainly' thai 
there is but one God. Wc are fure there is an Unity 
between them, and as fure that there is a Diftinttion i 
But as the Unity. is conlider'd in one refped, and the DU 
ftinftion in another, there is nothing in our Belief but 
what is perfo&ly confident. In vain do you pretend, 
that your Tranfdbftantiation has no more of Abfurdity 
in It, than this venerable Myftery. 

Laftly, Does the Church of England endeavour to fup- 
port her Authority by the help of Pio*s Frauds and U~ 
gtndary Stories f Has (he ever attempted to propagate 
htr.Worlhipby barbarous and bloody Methods? Does 
Htftory inform you of Affaflinations, Poyfonings and 
Maflacres undertaken for her Defence, or juftified by 
her Authority ? Has (he aim'd at fetting up a Court of 
hqmfiti*n to extort from Men, by the moft exquifite Sei 
Tertties, a Confeflion of tbofe inward-Sentiments, which 
bud dfcver difcover'd themfelves by any outward Ads ? 
1 fpeak of that hn/mfitian^ which you, Mr. PMonniere, have 
been the boldeft Advocate for, that ever appeared in the 
puifeof a Proteftant. For when you put upon thofe Words 
Of mine, « enforce them ttith proper Saniliof is s tht following 
Interpretation, p.*\ . Q " fuch as thofe of the Iftc j uiflti$n % 
Ct ,w1rtch muft be confefs'd on all hands to be very proper^ 
*.*. hecaufe they have been found by Experience to be the 
V. ooly effe&ual ones] you do v undcr a feeming Irony, 
in reality jufttf? that bloody Tribunal, and put it upon 
an equal Foot with the lighted Cenfures, with the moft 
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inconGderable negative Difcouragements and legal In- 
capacities, that ever were enafted for the Defence of any 
Rational Church, and without which, no Ecclefiaftical 
Eftablilhment can poffibly fubGfh As in the fame Para- 
graph you are pleas'd to inferr, that if there are any 
whom Cbrifl has convniffion y d to ail xndet him in Spirituals^ 
they are £ ki the Pope and the Cardinals, and the Catho- 
u lick Church aflembled 3 awji again, that if he has 
left any Deputies, or Vicegerent s y ;they are C Cl the Pope 
c€ and his Clergy, ] Thus yo^j imagine to lay your 
Reader under a Neceflity of doting with one Branch 
or the other of this unhappy Dilemma^ either that the 
Church has no Power of. enforcing Spiritual Laws by 
proper San&ions, that Chrift has commiflion'd none to 
aft under him in Spirituals, nor left any Deputies or 
Vice-gercnts or elfe that the Inquifiti&n is the proper 
Sandion, the Pope^ hh Cardinals and Clergy^ the Depu- 
ties and Vicegerents, whom he has commiflion'd. The 
former of thefe Corifcquences would belt ferve the 
Purpoies of a Freethinker ; the latter, of a Jefuit. But 
that the former of tbofe Charaders (whether fo in- 
tended or not ) muft be in the End fubfervient to 
the latter, he muft be very Short lighted who can* 
sot difcern. 

But the Truth indeed lies in the middle between 
Mr. Piimniere\ two Extremes \ Chrift has delegated a 
Power to the Church, (tho' no fucb infallible one as 
is claim'd by the Bifhop of Rome) of eqa&ing Spiri- 
tual Laws, ( I will repeat my Limitation, as much as 
Mr. Pillonniore affeds to banter it) in Cafes undetermined 
by himfelf-, and of enforcing them by proper San&ions, 
tho 9 not fuch enormous Sanctions, as the Inquifition. 
And 1 hope I have (hewn the Church of England to 
obferve the \xi(t Medium, and to have feparated from 
the Church of Rome on fufficient Grounds, without 
giving jolt Occafioa to others to feparate from her, ia 
Difproof of his fallacious manner of Arguing.

*Tis fuch a Manner of arguing indeed, as, if it (hould 
. prevail, cou'd have no other Eflfeft than leading us either 

- the direft Way to Popery ; or by a flower indeed, but not 
, Ids certain Road to Popery, by the Way of Infidelity. 

• The wild .D*ftradtion and perplexing Uncertainty with 

- which all Minds wou'd be bewilder d, if once his Ro- 
tnantick Scheme was to take Place, if all National Re- 
.ligion were to be aboli&'d, and every Man left to be 
:ot a Church by himfelfj is a Reflexion too horrid to 
:conceive. What , will not Men do, what Remedy will 
they not have Recourfe to, in Order to deliver them- 
selves from fuch Confafion ? What Slavery wou'd they 
.find in fuch a Freedom! And how Natural will it be 
4or thofe, who fhall have conceiv'd upon the Tryal, an 
utter Abhorrence of fuch cndlefe Doubts a?d difagree- 
-ingSyflems, to be carried by fuch Averfion to that 
which at Prefent they mod heartily dereft: I mean, to 
:takc up with an implicit Faith, and refign all their 
•Scruples to him who calls himfelf an infallible Judge. 

: Look back to the Times of Licentioufnefs in the 
Middle of the laft Century, and obferve the Efk&s of 
both Spiritual and Temporal Confafion : How the 
many Forms of Government, and various Syftems of 
Religion, took off Mens Averfion to what they hated 
before, and made them look upon any Government 
ifid any Worfhip, as far better than none. How many 
were there in thofe Times, who had been a$ fworn -Ene- 
mies to Monarchy and Prelacy, as the warmeft Zealot 
in our Days $an poffible be to Popery ? But the greater 
Mifchief of Confafion defaced their former Prejudices, 
and made them the luftruments of refettling them both, 
by bringing about the Happy Reiteration. 

" The ill Confequences of. a Separation [from the 
" cftablifh'd Church, much more of its total Dilfoluf 
" tion] are not imaginary, but vifible. They have 
u been feen and felt, and are daily feen and felt. They 
m are not light and inconfiderable, but of the higheft 

* Importance, as being utterly inconfiftcnt wi*h the 
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i€< Unity and f*eace of Chriftians, and the Happinefs of 
* human Society, Divifion and Subdivifion without 
•** End, Confufion and Diforder, Indecency in the Wor- 
" fhip of God, Irregularity, Strife and Emulation, 
<c Heat and Paffion, Ill-Will and Malice, are the uii- 
" avoidable Confequences of fuch a Separation, as you 
" [Mr. Pillonniere] have given a general Encouragement 
M to: And that they are unavoidable, you muft know, 
" if you underftand either human Nature or conftant 
c< Experience. Who wou'd not do any Thing, but 
" commit Sin, to avoid any Thing like thefe. 

It will hardly be believ'd that I have been fpeaking 
•in my Lord of Bangor s Words, which yet the 
Reader may find, as cited in the * Margin, but I was 
almoft tempted to forbear the Acknowledgment, to try 
whether his Lordfbip wou'd be willing to own the for- 
mer Offspring of his Brain. Thus argu'd Mr. Hoadty, 
who then defended the Caufe of our Eftablifliment ; 
and I wqu d have it obferv'd that thefe mifchievous Ef-r 
fe&s are prefag'd from the Separation Mr> Colony gave 
Encouragement to, which was perfeft Unity, it com* 
par'd with; the much wider Separation, proposed 
by Mr. PMomtiere, and encouraged by hisLordfhip. 
- I cou'd fill many Pages with a Condemnation of thi 
Do&rine hisLordftiip is now the Patron of, in his owni 
Words. And whereas his Lord/hip Was feleasVi 
P. 49- to tell me in his Anfwer to my Firft Letter, 
(where I had tax'd him with an hconfiftency 
between his prefent and former Principles) that he is 
far from fay fag that -ht will Anfwer for etoery Sentence in 
enxty Book of bv written long ago : I muft take the Liber- 
ty of obferving, that- not a (ingle Sentence or two, but 
the whole Tenopr of that Book, and of other Tri&s 
publifii'd by his Lordfliip, is entirely op£ ofitfc to th<£ 
Principles he now efpoufes. . The whole Dfrift of thofe' 
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Pieces is to heal the Separation, and to prefs the Ob- 
ligation of Conformity to the eftablifti'd Churchy where- 
as the entire Scope of his Sermon, and of Mr. P//- 
hnnieres Writings, for the Main of whofe Pofitions, his 
Lordfhip makes himfclf anfwerable, is to procure not 
only a Separation, but a total Diflblution of that 
Eftabliftiment, by reprefcnting the Laws, by which it 
is eftablifh'd as an E nch roach men c on ChriTt's Regal 
ftower. And if all Arguments for the Authority of a 
Church, as fettled by the Civil Magiftrate, are to be 
carried on by Exaggerations and fore cl Couftruftions,to 
a Juftification of the Papal Power ; hisLord&ip will (all 
tender the fame Condemnation with me : And I engage 
to produce Words of his Lordfhips to fupply the Place 
ci every one of mine, with which Mr, PUhnniere makes 
Inch wotfc, and which, with the Help of his Paxenthefes* 
will do the fame Bufinefc full as effectually. 

But I referve for the Appendix a farther View of his 
Lorrifirip's former Principles, where I (hall alfo produce 
* Paflage or two, out of many, from the Writings of 
Archbifliop Ttlbtfon and Bifhop Burnet, as direftly op- 
pbfite to the Do&rines now advanced, as if they had 
Veen defignedly wrote againft them, fo little Reafon 
had Mr. Pittonniere to difhonour thofe great Names, by 
thrufting them into the Lift of true Protectants in his 
fcandalousSenfe. And as thofe Extracts will fufficiently 
convince the World, who were not the AlTertors of a 
Spiritual. Anarchy ; fo another from my 
Lord Clarendons Hiftory will (hew as evi- V. JftenMx. 
dently who were. A. Medley of wild Eti- 
thufialls fent a Meflage to King Charles II. in his 
Exile, with an Offer to join in bis Reftoration, if cer- 
tain extravagant Propofitions might be coi.fcntec to, 
6»e of which is fo like my Lord of Bangor's Secmou, 
and fo much in the fame Words, that it looks like an 
Abftrad of it. If therefore the Difcovery of ChrilVs 
being our folc King, is fuch a mighty B^iefit to Man- 
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kind ; thofe original Difcpverers will put in their Gaiflk 
and at leaftftare with hisLordfliip the Glory of it. 

For my own Part in this Argument, I find my felf 
juftified, in every Syllable of that which Mr. JPillonniere 
endeavours to wreft to the Service of the Popifli Caufe y 
by the tforrefpondent Do£trines of the belt and moft 
Moderate of Protefiant Divines. I know of but one 
Expreffion that can be thought a Peculiarity of my own, 
and that, no farther than the Expreffion ; the Djoftrine 
is every Bodies almoft as well as rrine. I mean, my 
affirming, that while a Man is examining his Religion 
(which 1 exhort every Man to do) he muft in the mean 
time, fubmit himfelr for the Authority's Sake, to the 
YET UNEXAMINED PECJJSIQNS 
OF THE CHURCH. 

Mr. PiBouniere has fo often dignified thofe Word? 
with Capitals, that I accept of the Honour, and pre- 
fent them in the fame Form. The Reverend Mr. t Sykes 
too has been pleas'-d to diflinguift that ftilfrge, and to 
ask me fonieQueftions in relation to.it. w What, fays 
he, " are thofe UNEXAMINED Decifions of the 
" Church [if he had put in my YET, the Sophiftry had 
been too apparent] that are blindly to be fubmitte4 
" to in order not to live like a Heathen ? ? Why 3 what 
can they be, but thofe Decifions which each particular 
Perfon has not Y E T been fo careful as Jjeotight in 
examining, or in the Examination of which he does not 
meet with a ipeedy Satisfe&ion, be they more or few- 
er? But is it poffible to give one general Anfwer to a 
Queftion fo improperly ftatcd ? Are all Men at an 
fcqual Pitch in their Spiritual Improvements ? Do they 
all ftick at the fame Difficulties ? Are all Mens Doubts 
and Scruples the fartie ? Do they begin their Examina- 
tion at' the fame Point, or" advance with equal Rrogrefs?, 
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di^y all the fame Means of Inflru&ipn,. or do*tb» 
wifeit Inftru&ions operate on all Minds with equal 
Force of Convi&ion ? This Reverend.Gentlemau ha? 
(icfir > d me to folve him a Queftipp, which requires a 
diftiod Anfwer for every diftind Member of the 
Church. 

He argpes afterwards, that no other Do&rine is ne-* 
qeflary tp Cpmmunion, but what isrequirVi in Order to. 
Baptifm and Confirmation ; but that np other Do&ripe. 
but the Apoftles Creed, isrequird, orfo much as mention^ 
in OMer to Baptifm pr Confirmation, , 

Howl No other Do&rine but the Qreed requird, or jfa 
much a? mention d * Would one believe this Gentler 
qian had ever read his Common Prayer-Book, wher^ 
in the Kubrick before the Catechifm, that Inftru&ion k 
ueqnirM to be learn' d of every Perjon before he be brought 
to be Confirntd of the Bijhop ; and in the Preface to the 
Office of Confirmation, befides the Creed, Sec. the ferfori 
confirmed is alfo requir'd to anfwer to fuch other Que- 
ftions as in the Jhort Catechifm are contain d. Now amoi)g : 
tke Anfwers tp thofe (hort Qpeftions, Mr. Sykes may 
find Po&rines and Decifions of the Church, diftinft 
ftpm the Apoftles (teed, relating tp the two Sacra- 
ments. He will find the chief Articles of that Creed 
explains! in the following Manner:/ I learn to believe 

in God the Father, who made in God the Son, who 

tedeeirfd— - - in God the Holy GUfi, who fandify'd 
me, tiTc, with many other considerable Things, which 
he feems tp be much a Stranger to. 
' But Mr. Sykes quite forgets (what is moft material ia 
the prefent Argument) that all baptiz'd Perfons do not; 
<pme tp be confirm <i, nor all who dp, fo well inftru&cd 
&S they (hould be, nor thofe who, are beft inftru&ed^ 
fccure from After-ppubts about the Dparines wherein 
they had been inftru&ed. My Lord of Bangor and 
Mr. Sykes himfelf have raised Scruples in fome Minds 
<oncerning the Truth of fome Do&rines, which they 
firmly believ'd before : They have given them Occaiioa 
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foftrfpeft that the Church is guilty of Ufujpatioo, in 
prefcming to eftablifh Articles and Canon^ But do 
they c*pe& their fkoagReafoning (hould ftrifce as quick 
as Lighbiinc, and make Converts in an Inftant ? Will 
they not allow Men a little Time to enquire into the 
Juftice of their Arguments, anil to hear what can be 
feid.againft them? Now what muft a Man do, that 
has juft taken the firft Impreffion, and is only a little 
ftagger'd? He refolves to examine, he refolves if he 
finds it fo, no longer to (ubmit to the Decifions of that 
ufurping Church, nor to continue a Member of it. But 
will they oblige him to break Communion inftantly ? 
If fo, they require a more implicit Submiffion than any 
they plead againft. If they allow him to flay till he 
has examined; it muft be confefc'd, that in the mean 
time he fubmits to the ji* [by him] unexamind Decifions 
ef the Church* 

And here it miy not be unfeafonable to ask Mr.?//- 
ktm&re a few Queflions concerning the Date and Pro* 
grefs of his Cpnverfion from Popery. He has told us,, 
it is ten Years fince he ceafed to be a Jefuit : But 
when did he ceafe to be a Papifi t After he had for- 
fakeft the Jtfuits, he liv'd near five Years at Paris, 
where the Seminary* was in which he had been educa- 
ted. Could he avdid going to Mafs there, or even 
Relating as a Prieft? How long was it before his 
coming thence, when Mr. Boyle's Rtfubikk of 
p. 28. Letters begot in him fome faint Doubts, whkh 
were highly tncreas'd by running over his DiBio- 
nary and Girotiim Works ; and when he was firuck in a 
particular Marnier by his Votum pro Pace Chriftiana ? 
How long was he forming his Reflections, by which he 
was graduaHv led to *a Difcovery of the Truth, and to 
a mil Convi&k>n,that the Abufes of the Church 
p. J 2. of Rome were crying ; its Errors grofs, its Ty- 
ranny infupportable y $Lc.} Did he not commu- 
nicate even with that corrupted Church, during his 
Approaches toward a Converfionj and whilft he was 
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weighing the Merits oPthe Caufe ? If fo, what did he 
clfe but fubmit, for the Authority's fake, to the YET 
UNEXAMINED DECISIONS OF THE 
CHURCH? And if he pirtodk of their Abomina- 
tions, after he was fully convinced, he did a great deal 
veprfe, and wants a more Popifli Rule to juftifie him, 
than he even pretends to make of mine. 

But I think indeed I have given fufficient Reafons^ 
both from his Conduft and his Writings, todoubt, at 
leaft, whether he is at all convinced, or no. And if I 
(bmetimes argue with him as a Convert, fometimcs as 
what he was ; that IncOnfiftency arifes from himfelf, 
and may well be afcribM to the different Views in 
winch this Pmem appears. As when we fee a fhifting 
Wind, we are divided in our Opinion, to whether ok 
two opffofite Points it will fettle at laft, and pronounce 
for this or that, according to the Inclination of tho 
prefer Guft. 

Be he what he will befides, 'tis too plain that he is 
a dkngcrous Gueft, and turbulent Incendiary, a daring 
Irifiiltcr of our Conftitutiori, and unworthy the hofpita- 
ble Refuge he has found here. And tho* he (hould not 
at laft prove aMiffionary^fent over hither by the Jefuitr 
to ad a Part in a borrowed Shape ; I am as furc as hu^ 
man Probability can make me, that he is doing their 
Work as effectually as if he were. I will only beg leave 
to f>ut the Cafe that he were one, and fhall refer it to 
aU impartial Judges, whether he ought not give a very 
hopeful Account of the Succefs of his Miffion, in a Let- 
tet to the fame Effe& with that which follows, which 
I will fuppofe him to write to the Members of his 
PoRtkk Fraternity: 
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ii^ Reverend Fathers, 

IHope I fliall not be thought regardlefs of my Holy 
Obedience, nor forgetful of my Inftru&ions, if I 
have not, for fome time paft, tranfmitted to the So- 
ciety a Lift of my Converts, and a particular Account 
of the Steps I have taken, and continue to take, in or- 
der to reduce the Northern Hereticks to the Obedience 
of the Holy See. I have both wanted a fafe Conveyance, 
which in ray Circumftances is extremely neceifary ; and 
have met with fo plentiful a Harveft, that I could not 
give a Relation of what I had done, without lofing the 
Opportunityof doing more. After this Profdfion, you 
willdoubtlefs exped to fee a large Catalogue of Per- 
fons who have abjur'd their Herefy, and recdncil'd them- 
felves to the Catholick Church. But far from that, I 
will not yet pretend to boaft of one. No, my Reve- 
rend- Fathers ; I have greater Defigns in View, than to 
amufe my felf with the Conqoeft of (ingle Perfons: My 
Projed will recover whole Nations at once* The rich^ 
the powerful Kingdom of Great Britain, that Strong- 
Hold of Hetefy, that only hitherto inftiperable Bar in 
the Way of our Defigns, (hall render Qbeifance to His 
Hdinefs, and the. loft Sheep of it, that have been fo long 
ftray'd, and from whence they have fedue'd fo many 
others to go aftray, (hall return to the Univerfal Fold. 

I have difcover d the true Caufe, why all our former 
Attempts have pro/ d fo unfuccefsful, and am therefore 
trying a quite different Method, * which is like to be 
attended with much happier Confequences. It has been 
the ufuai Practice of other Miffionaries to urge the Au«i 
thority'of the Church, and the Neceffity of agreeing in 
one common Rule of Faith and Worihip. To which 
the Hereticks would reply, they had fuch a common 
Rule of Faith and Worfhip \ th$y did belong to a 
Church, to whofe Authority they iubmitted in all De-> 
terminations confident with th« Word of God, as they 

found 
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found* upon Examination, that /fee enjoined cftthing 
which was otherwifc. Our Agents would prefs thefe 
to Unity and Communion, which ftill they would fay: 
they had among themfclves. 

But nothing hag prov'd a greater Impediment, or. 
more obftru&ed the Progrefs of my Prcdeceffors in this 
Godly Work, than too itiff an Oppofition to the tjfe off 
Private Judgment in Matters of Religion. They would 
ftill be urging Men to renounce their Reafon, 'and dif-' 
bclieve their Senfes, and to pay an implicit Deference* 
tp the Dilates of their Spiritual Guides. Such Argu^ 
ments» we know, have had their due Efieft wheir prop 
periy applied, but they will not prevail here. The 
People or this Land are knowing and inquifitive, arid 
will not be led blindfold. 

Now inftead of reftraining this Defirc of Knowledge* 
t indulge, I feed, I drive it to Wantonnefc and Excefc 
When I meet with a forward and afpiring Genius, I 
flhd but little Difficulty in difpofleffing him of the Pre- 
judices of Education, and filling him with Scorn for 
whatever is fettled, merely becaufe it is fettled. I ex-, 
patiate on the Freedom of following the Di&ates of 
one's own Reafon, and the Slavery of* being confined to 
Syftems ; till he believes it as neceffary to think by him- 
Idf, as to think far himftf* and becomes a perfea 
Knight Emm in Religion. I encourage all Men in ge- 
neral, of what Denomination foever, to revolt from 
tfteir Churches, as having no Authority to impofe 
thofc Terms of Communion, by Which they are lintui 
together. I exhort them to chufe every Man a Reli- 
gion for himfelf, to rejeft all Authority in Matters Spi- 
ritual* and to be their own Judges, and their own 
Guides. 

Can any Prohibition fo eflfe&ually wean Men from a 
Fondnefs for their Private Judgment, as fuch an unlimi* 
ted Indulgence ? Would you cure any one of an irregu- 
lar Appetite, and create an Averfion in him to that 
which he crav'd moft greedily? Give him enough oV 
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it : • Let him have a Surfeit. , If once the "Notices ,1 am 
labouring to infufe, come to be generally *eceiv'd, (as 
t^ere is a very promifing Difpolkion toward, it) if every 
Man will but follow his own Conceit, and without, 
a&ing in Concert with any Body of Chriftians, conduft 
himlelf by the Dictates of his Qwn. unaffifted Reafon ; 
he will foon grow fo fick of it, as never to truft it more.^ 
bivijiptu and Subdivifims without tndmuHi neceflarily en- 
fue, which, cannot but end in our Advantage ; and the 
natural Confequence r of fueh Difunion among tfaem- 
felve$ muft be at laft their Reunion with us. . 
. t We. (hall then be f a$- a regular, and well-compa&ed 
Body ol Troops, againft an . undifcipliiiM, unofficer'd, 
difconcerted Rabble, -without a common Head, or 
common Intereft, too much at 'Variance among them- 
felves to oppofe our Meafures with any Vigour or 
tJnariimity. /lis thus/ apy Reverend Fathers, I pur- 
pofe to effed the fo long defied,- fq often in .vain at- 
tempted Recovery of this;J^iqgdom : 'Tis what I am 
purluinjg : with,myri|tmoft Skill ; and Application. -My. r 
face may appear to.be fet another \#ay, but one may. 
fail fPeft about, tillhe copies, to the Eajl Indies. 
. X pals. here- under the Name of ^Profeftant, and in- 
deed. I am one.' ^Cftake me ;HQt,.isy Reverend Fa- 
thers ; I do ,oot me#i Huguenot; I am a Ptotefter 
againft tbofe that jwroteiicd againft -us. T^t .pernici- 
ous Herefiarch Martin jLutfar hinaielf^ never inyeigh'd- 
with more BoJdnefs ^gflinft what he call'd the. Cor- 
ruptions of our s Chuj:ch, than I have iuveighVL againft 
him and Calvin, and other Coryphees of the pretended 
RefGrmM Religion ; nay, againft every Branch of that 
Religion that offers to form its felf into a .Church, . and. 
aft againft us with united Force. 

If in purfuing this Argument I have fometimes, the 
Ijstter to caft a Mill before the Eyes of our Adverfa-^ 
ries, refle&ed on the Roman Catholicks, 'tis what you 
know, my Reverend Fathers, lam permitted to do for 
the Service of the Caiife, Far from exceeding the. 

Bounds 
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Bounds of his Helinefs's Dlfpenfation, I have had no 
Occafiorv to go .any thing near the-full Extent of it. I 
caii <at leaft-allure -you> that whatever! have fajd againft 
Catholicks 1 in general, I have fpbke nothing in Dirninu*- 
tiOi> of the Difciples of St. Ignatius-. I have represented 
the Ihly* Society of Jefus, as confiftfrtg of 4ar different 
BSrfons than theieHeretickshad hidierto^imagin'd, and 
hfcvfc taken off a gteat deal of that Horror and- Aveis 
fion which they had-conceivti agaihft the 1 veneriblfe 
Fathers of our Order : And I have had -the Sfct&faflion 
to* fee- that- Averiion not only leflerut toward- tis 7 but 
transfer-d to our bittereft Enemtes, the Biflhops and 
Qergy of the National* Church. 

?6u remember, .my -Reverend Fathers/ how when 
oup Hopes were at the Height!^ about thirty Years 
ago, our Caufe mifcarried thro* the Obftinacy of thofe 
Hereticks, their Unanimity among themfelves, and 
their Influence over- the People. But the Cafe is now 
far otherwife, and our Profpeft much more promifing. 
The Presbyterians gave us no Difturbance on that for- 
mer Occafion, and they give us as,little now. They fit 
tamely and contentedly, whilft 1 they hear Calvin and 
. Presbytery reproachM,- and fay nothing to defend them ; 
nor his a fingle Man among them drawn his Pen in a 
Gontrorerfy, in which the whole pretended Frame of 
their Church-Government, is manifeftly ftruck at. But 
we poflefs them with a Belief, that we aim at nothing 
more than the Subverfion of the Church of England^ 
which when they have lent us -a helping Hand to eflfe&j 
they will themfelves be an eafie Conqueft.

Let him but 
jtffift me in deftrpying the Foundations, and diffolving 
the Ligaments by which his own and all other Hereti- 
cal Churches are connected, and as to what remains, I 
&ail neither need his Help, nor fear his Opposition. 
The Refuge wili be fo obvious and natural for thofe 
who can tad no other {left for the §ole pf their Feet, 
jp return to the Obedience ot their Holy Mother, who is 
ready to receive them with open Arms, that the Pro- 
ject cannot fail of executing its felf. How Will the 
Spoufe of Chrift then triumph, to fee her fugitive Chil- 
dren brought back to her again, by the Co-operation 
pf thofe very Instruments who had made the loudeft 
Profeflions ot drawing them farther from her I To fee 
the Bow of the Ungodly thus brok£n> by being over-ftrain'd i 
and the Poifon of Herefy turn'd to its own Antidote, 
by being given in a double Dofe ! 

In the mean time, many and great are the Advan- 
tages which I enjoy under the Umbrage of fo great a 
Patron. I am fcreen'd from all Sufpicion of Infincerity. 
I am juftify'd in my Principles and my Condu&. New 
Rules pf Judging are eftablifh'd in my Favour. I have 
teen long trufted without the ufual Marks of Convert

focyer I think fit : But if any one fpeaks, or writes, or

which comprehends all that is odious and infamous*

There was a Concurrence of feveral Things that then 
appeared to me, tho' I cannot now remember, them all - 
that very much increafed the Apprehenfion I muft confefs I 
am always under upon the Application of any Profelyte what- 
ever ; lome of whom I doubt not are fincere, but others I 
fear come to ferve the Interefts of Popery under a feigned 
Converfion: Accordingly I treated him with more than ufual 
Coldnefs ; and at parting, told him, that I muft take Time to 
enquire into many Particulars, before 1 Ihould think fit to 
have any Thing to do with him.

Convention, and for my own juft Defence, without the leaft

AH wife Men 
have been fenfible of this, that the fmalleft Spark may kindle 
the greateft Fire ; and therefore I am not afhamed, that I have 
teprcfented the Peace or the Church as depending upon Mat- 
ters in themfelves of fmall Importance, becaufel have Expe- 
rience on my Side, and the Obfervation of all cbnfidering 
Men to bear me out. 

Fage 492. Bifhops have Authority to ptefcribe for the bet- 
ter and more decent Adminiftratidn of the ' Offices of Re- 
ligion, for the Beauty and Advantage of that Chriftian So- 
ciery in which they prefide. This is a Matter fit to be looVd 
after by Governors ; and if done after an unexceptionable 
Manner, all will I believe acknowledge it for the Good of 
the Church of Chrift in general • and for the Honour of the 
Woifhip of God, and the Offices of Religion.

Ti l lot so n, Entitled, The Ejroteftant 
Religion Vindicated, on Joftiua xxiv.i 5. V. p.59. 

■TTH O' Religion be a Matter of our Choice, yet it is neither 
A a Thing indifferent in it felf, nor to a good Governor, 
what Religion his People are of, gffc. 

To countenance and fupport the true Religion, and to take 
care that the People be inftru&ed in it, and that none be per- 
mitted to delbauch and feduce Men from it, properly belongs 
to the Civil Magiftrate. This Power the Kings of Israel al- 
ways exercifed, not only with Allowance, but with great Ap- 
probation and Commendation from God himfel£ And the 
Cafe is not altered fince Chriftianity : The better the Religion 
is, the better it deferves the Countenance and Support orrthc 
Civil Authority. And this Power of the Civil Magiftrate in 
Matters of Religion, was never calld in queftion, but by the 
Enthufiafts of thefe later Times : And yet among thefe, every 
Father and Mafter of a Family claims this Power over his 
Children and Servants, at the fame time that they deny it to 
the Magiftrate over his Subjeds. But I would &uv taw*
